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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a system and method of producing 
holographic stereograms on demand by an individual customer, from source material 
provided by the customer. 

Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features " an image 
processing station having an image processor operable to generate hoqel data based 
on image data received from the data acouisition station, and a printing station having a 
spatial light modulator for receiving the hogel data from the image processor and for 
displaying holographic object images, and having a printer for producing a master 
holographic stereogram: wherein the data acquisition station is in data communication 
with the image processing station and the printing station. " The closest prior art Jonny 
Gustafsson (Internet-based support for the production of holographic stereograms, 
Practical Holography XII, March, 1998, pp. 169-174) teaches a similar system and 
method of producing holographic stereograms on demand by an individual customer, 
from source material provided by the customer; Kihara et al (US 6,236,475) teaches a 
an image processing station and printing station for creating holographic stereograms. 
Both references, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the 
above underlined limitations obvious (to be used in combine of other claimed 
limitations). 

Gustafsson does not teach a printing station and an image processing system 
that is in data communication with the data acquisition station. Kihara teaches an 
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image acquisition station (14, or 15, fig. 6), an image processing station (data processor 
11, column 10, lines 14-32), and a printing station (printer device 13 and control 
computer 12 column 10, lines 40-45). Kihara also shows that the image acquisition 
station is in data communication with the image processing station, and the image 
processing station is in data communication with the printing station; Kihara does not 
show that the image acquisition station is in data communication with the printing 
station. 

Independent claim 17 has similar claimed limitations of claim 1 and are allowed 
for the same reason as indicated above.
